Love of the Sudjeéts, and their Union ; that the 
Safety of the King’s Majefty depended on the Gene- 
rals ; and that, as to foreign Affairs, they ought to 
be tranfacted with the foreign Powers, by tending 
Minifters to their Courts. He thought it neceflary 
tofammon an Extraordinary Dyet at fuch Time as 
the King fhould think proper 5 and was of Opinion, 
that the Provincial Seffions might be held at the iame 
time asthe petty Dyets for the Election of Deputies 
to the enfuing Dyet, &c. And finally he recom- 
mended to the King’s Regard, the principal Cities of 
the Kingdom that had Need of Affiftance..’ 

The Bifhops of Cracow and Qujavia were of the 
Primate’s Opinion ; only the former added, That it was 
abe feared that the Mifcarriage of the lafi Dyet would 
rave too much Influence over the petty Dyets. And the 
later defired the King 'o procure the Re-union of the 
Dominions that were feparated from the Republick ;

Among the many and various 
Accounts that have been given us of Accidents hap- 
pening to Mankind, nothing has occurred more par- 
ticular for many Years, than the following turprizing

Relation of three Menand a Boy. Divine Providence 
muft be very wonderful on this Occafion, when we 
refiect on the almoft Impoffibility of four Perfons to 
undergo fo long a Famine as 10 Days and 19 Hours, 
in a dark Cavern of the Earth, 39 Fathom deep, be- 
fides the Danger that otherwiie attended them, of 
drowning, or falling from the Heights of the Mine, 
the very Coal Work itfelf being 16 Fathom deep, with 
many Slants and craggy Places, as muft render it one 
of the moft wonderful Inftances of Prefervation that 
has come to our Knowledge. 

The Perfons whom we relate this of are, viz. Jofeph 
Smith, aged upwards of 60, Edward Peacock, Abra- 
ham Peacock his Son, all of the Parith of Beeton, and 
Thomas Hemins of Mangotsfield, all Coal Miners. 

On Friday the 7th Inftant, as they were wedgin 
out the Coals, in an old Mine, near Two Mile Hill in 
King’s-Wood, (rented by Leafe of Thomas Chefter, 
Eig; by Jofeph Jefferis, Edward Willmot, and Tho. 
Nath) on a Sudden a prodigious Torrent of Water 
burited out of the Vein, that all of them were in 
immediate Danger of Death, not knowing whither to 
elcape their dreaded Fate, for want of their Lights, 
which were all extinguiih’d by the Water, each fhifting 
for himfelf as Providence led them. Such was their 
Coniternation and Horror, that go which way they 
would, Danger was near them of drowning or breaking 
their Necks, the Work being very large. In this 
Diitrefs, they crawl’d, (fometimes on their Hands and 
Knees) from Place to Place, to avoid the Water, and 
getting toa rifing Ground, they continued there fome 
ume, when proceeding further, they at length came to 
what they call in the Mines, a Hatchin, a high Slant 
from whence Coal had been dug, and in which the Boy 
had fecured himfelf, who made lamentable Moan, and 
had given himitelf up fordgath. The three Memeame 
together by calling tHeach other. In their Way to this 
Hatchin, Jofeph Peacock found a Bit of Beef, and a 
Cruit of Bread, weighing, as they fuppofed, in all 
about 4 Ounces, which they equally divided. - The 
Boy’s Situation being the moft fecure; they continued 
there to the Time of their Relief, and made the Boy 
fetch them Water in his Hat; as beft knowing the 
Way, which was but a poor Little by the ‘i'‘ime he re- 
turn’d with it ; but the Water fhrinking confiderably, 
it became fo dangerous to have a Supply, that the Boy 
could not be prevail’d upon to fetch any more; which 
forced them to the Neceflity of drinking their own 
Urine, and to chew fome Chips, which Jofeph Smith 
had cut from a Coal Basket he accidentaily found, 
which being all gone, and the old Man lofing his 
Knife, they could get no more from the Basket: Bein 
all ready to perith for want of Moitture, Jofeph Smith 
chew'd a Piece of his Shoe, which not anfwering his 
End, he took a Refolution of endeavouring to come 
at the Water, in which he tumbled twice, and would 
have been drowned each Time; had not Edward Pea- 
cock ventur’d to fave him. What with the Heat of 
the Place they were in, the Smell of their Urine, the 
nauceous Fumes of their own Bodies, their Want of 
Water, Meat, &c. during fo longa Time, cannot be 
look’d upon otherwife than a Miracle at their bein 
alive. One would think it impoffible four Perfons 
fhould fuftain Life after fo long a Hardthip, ahd with 
only the {mall Portion of 4 Ounces of Meat and Bread. 

‘Towards the Clofe of their deplorable Mifery, which 
was till Monday the 17th Initant, when they were 
taken out of their difmal Cell, the old Man, Jofeph 
Smith, began to yield to Nature, and grew dilerious, 
and indeed all the reft gave over all Hopes of Relief, 
and began to decline too by Weaknefs; tho’ being 
healthy young Perfons, could have held out fever 
Days longer their Misfortune. 

At the firft burfting of the Vein, there were four 
other Boys in the Mine; but being at what they call 
the Tip of the Work, and hearing the Noife of the 
Water, made the beft of their Way to the Rope, eryin 
to the People on the Surface to pull them up, whieh 
was not fo fpeedy, but the Water was at the lait Boy’s 
Heels, who, as the other three were hawling up, catch'd 
hold of one of his Companion’s Feet, and all got fafe 
to the ‘Top. 

This being nois’d in the Neighbouring Hamlets, 
great Numbers of People reforted daily to the Pit, and 
divers Colliers ventur’d down at different Times, in

order to telieve their unfortunate Brethren ; but per-. 
ceiving a Black Damp im the Work, which they 
téckon the molt cangerous, and admitting of no 
lighted Candles, were as often obliged to return, till 
Providence had order'd others to a more fuccefsful At- 
tempt, viz. Sampion Phips, Thomas Somers, Mofes 
Reynolds, and ‘Thomas Smith, Son to old Jofeph 
Smith, who prudently carrying down a Parcel of Coals 
on Fire, fo draughted the Damp, that they got to 
their miferable Brethren, except one Thomas Bolifon, 
who was all thé ‘Time mifling, and fuppofed to be 
drowned. , 
When they were hawled up to the open Air, their 
Sight entirely fail’d them for fome Time, and were all 
weak and feeb'e; but after having fome com- 
fortable Refrefhment, they all walk’d to their refpective 
Homes, to the great Surprize of the People prefent. 

Being told the long ‘lime of their Calamity, they 
were under a Contlernation, not thinking it had been 
above 5 or 6 Days. 

The Morning of their never-to-be-forgotten Prefer- 
vation, ‘Thomas Smith, Son to old Joteph Smith, in- 
tended to befpeak a Coffin for his Father, and his Mo- 
ther had made Preparation for his Funeral. 

Several curious Gentlemen have recorded this as a 
noted Memorandum to future Ages.

Letters by the laft Holland Mail from Italy fay, that 
confiderable Detachments of the Spanifh Troops have 
again poffefled themfelves of Oftiglia and Revero upon 
the Po. "I'was remarked, that on the Day of publifh- 
ing the Sufpenfion, the Spanifh General caufed all his 
Troops to appear with no Cockades in their Hats but 
the Spanith, and to pull off thofe of France and Pied- 
mont. He is impatient for an Exprefs from his Court, 
to direct him how to behave in. the prefent Circum- 
ftanee. 

The Imperial Troops are advancing in great Num- 
bers, totake Quarters on the Frontiers of the Man- 
tuan, and jn the Ferrarefe ; and the French will have 
theirs in the Modenefe at Guailtalla, and in the Dutchy 
of Milan. 

The Letters from the Court of Vienna, which are of 
the 19th, N.S. tally perfeétly with the Informations 
in our Monday's Paper, from our own Court, viz. That 
certain Difficulties whieh had, ’tis faid, hindered the Ra- 
tification of the Preliminaries, have been amicably deter- 
mined, fo that an approaching Peace is no longer doubted 


The other Advices from Germany fay, that the 
States of the Empire have refolved to agree to the 
raifing of the 60 Roman Months demanded by the 
Emperor ; and to this End the Dyet has pafied thefe

‘Terms, viz. the firitat the End of January, the fecond 
at the [ind of March, the third at the End of May, and 
the fourth at the End of July next ; and that no State 
be excufed from it, only thofe who have any Demands 
for providing Hay, Oats, &c. fthall be indemnified out 
of the Chelt of the Empire.
